hearing in'Washington on a government1 hospital projccl in 
Chicago. This question of double salary came up incidentally 
and Secretary of-War Baker said he could see no moral wrong 
in a government employe receiving a salary,from a private 
corporation, ,"prpvidcd.tl)ere was no contacl bdwcen Ihe gov- 
ernment and Ihc corporation.1' 
It was brought out Ihal a man 


employed as an assislanl'in Mr. Baker's office at a salary of 
$4,obo a year had been employed al ihe same lime by a Phila- 
delphia-Corporation al an annual salary of 'Si 5,000, making 
his income from the two sources £19,000 a year. Secretary 
Baker seemed lo.lhiiik.lhis was all right, in view of Ihe "im- 
pecunious":.sajarieSVpaid..by-the government, 
lie told Ihe 


Senate Committee which was conducting Ihe investigation 
that many meirin Ihe government service are poor, and that 
he could see no moral wrong in such men enlarging their in- 
comes by serving private employers al Ihe same lime. The 
committee .Was unable to lake that view of the mailer and 
Secretary Baker finally admitted Ihal he had given orders to 
stop the pracjlce, nnd that this,had "resulted in a large number 
of persons being separated from the government service." 
, 


II has been a common supposition—though apparently an 1 


erroneous one—thai men holding government positions in; 
Washington-were giving their time and services to Ihc govern-; 
men I alone, but il seems thai this has nol always been the 
case. 
This.hearing made.plain that one man had drawn 


tilS.OOO a year from aii outside source while."holding down" 
a $1,000 government position. The.question of the legal or 
moral right-. to.:do .(his appears .nol to have been considered, 


' ufilil something lufned up'which caused Secretary Baker to 


issiie orders for a discontinuance of the practice. 


The practice is entirely wrong in principle, whether (here, 


is any law against il or not. 
Men who accept positions in Ihe ' 


jrovernmenl service should give their lime to Ihe government. 
If tlie pay is not satisfactory (hey should relinquish Iheir places 
and KO where they can do belter. 
Under no circumstances 


should they cling lo their positions while selling their services 
to outside concerns, the government in the meantime paying 
clerks and assistants for doing the work the holders of the 
positions are supposed lo do,. 


In-view of the scramble for every office and position under 


llio government this lalK. about "impecunious" salaries is lire- 
some. The men know what tlie salaries are before they lake 
the positions, and if these are nol considered sufficient they, 
ought lo let them alone and lake their services to a better 
market, if they can liiul il. 


.11 is to be hoped that Ihis revelation will lead lo action which 


will render Ihe practice under discussion impossible. The fact 
Ihaf Secretary Baker has ruled il out of his department is 
significant, but apparently this.was nol done until it was 
dis-, 


covered that it was liable to raise an' unpleasant question. Lei 
il be hoped that this will be the end of a practice that has no 
proper place in ihe business of Ihe government.
